■* An Indirect Answer 
Although he made no mention in 
either message of President Roose­

Roosevelt said: “I believe that the 
Axis powers are not going to Viin 
this war. I base that belief on the 
latest and best information.”)

assertion that "Italy and Germany 
had no such designs.

CHICAGO, Dec 31 — Tile blow 
Europe's war dealt American ftpm 
prices last spring because of de­ 
moralization of international trade 
is being softened, year-end mar­ 
ket statistics showed today, by re­ 
surging domestic demand for farm 
commodities as the United States 
rearms. 
Prices of important commodities 
which collapsed late in May 
and 
in June when the war took its dra­ 
matic turn that meant blackout for 
many of Europe’s ports of entry, 
have come far along the recovery 
road since then. Livestock and pro­ 
duce have more thai! regained the 
loss and have pointed to new high 
levels but major grains have lag­ 
ged behind. 
Nearly A Record 
American farmers produced ap­ 
proximately 5.000.000,000 bushels of 
grain In 1940. nearly a record and 
an increase of 4 per cent compared 
with last yfear. Average yield per 
acre was the highest on 
record. 
This, together with large livestock 
marketings and favorable returns

foreign outlets, remained to plague 
markets during the coming year. 
To lighten this burden the govern­ 
ment announced loans on a record 
amount of grain now held off the 
commercial market. 
Prices above $1 a bushel were 
paid for wheat when 1940 began 
The market was strengthened by 
demand based on two factors which 
evaporated within a few 
months 
The first was the poor outlook for 
winter wheat, which had its worst 
start on record. 
Heavy moisture 
early in the year brought about 
a miraculous recovery of this crop, 
however, with the result that 
1940 
wheat production was 
about 
9 
per cent greater than in 1939, giv­ 
ing the United 
States its 
largest 
supply, including 
carryover, 
in 
seven years. 
The second was the 
bullish implication of 
the 
war 
which was nullified by the Ger­ 
man westward advance in May. 
Grain Collapses 
All grain prices collapsed when 
the fall of France became appar­ 
ent. In the week from May ll to 
May 18 wheat fell about 30 cents, 
the sharpest break on record. Other 
grains showed equally serious loss­ 
es. By late summer, however, the 
tightening domestic supply situa- 


I tion due to withholding of more 
than 400,000.000 bushels of corn 
under loan or government owner­ 
ship and the piling up of wheat 
under loan began to be felt. Grain 
prices followed the lead 
of 
live­ 
stock which were showing the ef­ 
fects of improved domestic con­ 
sumer demand as industry began to 
whirl with defense orders. 
Hogs lost more than $1 per hun­ 
dredweight during May and June, 
The Chicago average price tum­ 
bling to below $5 or to the lowest 
level since 1934. 
Steer prices fell 
$1.50 but, by the end of July, began 
a sharp rebound that carried the 
average value of best steers from 
$10 to $14 while the top 
reached 
$15 40, highest in three years. In­ 
creased consumer demand for meat 
has much to do with this. 


Farmers marketed large supplies 
of livestock and meat production 
soared. In November it was the 
largest for the month on record. 
Hog slaughter, the greatest since 
1924. with the possible exception of 
1928, showed an increase of more 
than 20 per cent compared 
with 
1939. 
Cattle and sheep slaughter 
increased slightly. 
John G. McCarthy, president of 
the Chicago board of trade said it 
appeal's reasonable to expect that 
the great stimulation that will be 
afforded industry 
and 
domestic 
commerce by vast defense prepara­ 
tions will have favorable reactions 
on the grain trade. 
“The farming 
community 
will 
benefit from the defense program", 
he said, “and the grain exchanges 
which service by flow of farm pro­ 
ducts to the consumer should share 
also in the increasing prosperity j 
of the country."

Senator Wheeler, long one of the j 
most energetic congressional critics

At the outset 
he 
dismissed 
as 
“fantastic” any idea of a Nazi in­ 
vasion cf America, and professed no 
fear “of wild boasts of American 
conquest by Stalin. Hitler or Musso­ 
lini." 
On "Brink of War" 
W hen he came to the question 
of bringing about peace, he said 
that although "we stand as close to 
the brink of war as 
we stood 
in 
January of 1917—some people still 
oppose a European peace." 
“The President in his speech last 
night ridiculed the idea of peace in 
Europe. 
“Regardless of when or wno is 
proclaimed 
victor in the present 
war—it cannot last forever. Peace— 
Meeting though it 
may be — will 
eventually corno to Europe. At some 
tim e in the future representatives 
of England and Germany will sit 
around a table—some time they 
will agree upon peace—and until 
that day, the world suffers. Each 
of us—from the president of the 
United States to the most humble 
citizen—should exert his every effort 
for peace, now. 
“I firmly 
believe 
the 
German 
people 
want 
peace 
just as 
any 
other people prefer peace to war— 
and the offer of a just, reasonable 
and 
generous 
peace 
will 
more 
quickly and effectively humble H it­ 
lerism and break (the morale of the 
German p?ople than all the bomb­ 
ers that could be dispatched over 
Berlin. 
“Told Same Things” 
Tile Montana senator remarked 
the the nation was being told to­ 
day that Britain was its first line 
of defense and that “some Euro­ 
pean dictaitOT is after rich loot in I 
the United States.” 
"We were 
told the same 
things 
in almost the sam e terms before 
th e last war,” h e commented. 
“Just as I love the United States,” 
he continued, “so do I dislike Hit­ 
ler and all that lie symbolizes. My 
sym pathy for the British is both 
deep and- genuine—and is exceeded 
only by the depth and sincerity of 
my Americanism. 
No anti-British 
feeling dictates my opposition tp 
th e evasion of repeal of the John­ 
son and neutrality acts. I ani op­ 
posed to American convoy of B rit­ 
ish ships. I oppose all these be­ 
cause they lead us down that road 
with only one ending—total, com ­ 
plete and futile war.’’

realize that providence is stronger 
than individual m en,” Hitler said. 
Hitler asserted tht British Prime 
Minister Churchill’s “babbling 
re­ 
vealed just in the right hour” that 
he had designs on Norway so that 
German counter-m easures could be 
made promptly. 
Issue Clearly Drawn 
Hitler said the issue was clearly 
drawn and “if Herr Churchill and 
associates now say their world can­ 
not stand beside ours, that is his 
misfortune . . . He won’t thereby 
destroy the German world, but will 
ultim ately destroy his own.'’ 
He charged that the democracies 
recognize gold as their “only god” 
and pictured the conflict as a con­ 
test between "“haves” and “have­ 
nots.” 
The day is past when gold 
ruled the world, he said, and on 
the contrary a new era is dawning 
in 
which 
human 
beings 
control 
their own fate. 
“God up to now has placed the 
stamp of approval on our battle.” 
the fuehrer said. “He will not for­ 
sake us in the future if we do our 
duty with courage and faith.”
